Ling Chi Wang,aUC Berkeley Asian 
American Studies Professor, who has been 
in the forefront of charging the University 
with discriminatory admalssions, com- 
mented， Im glad that Chancellor Heyman 
has taken this extraordinary Step, that 
Should now create a way forthe academic 
Senate to look into various charges of 
discrimination in the last three years.” 

Wang noted that the academic Senate 1s 
investigating the charges and that he“is 
Prepared to cooperate with the committee 
andadministration ”in the investigation，

$1 MIillion Research on Hovw Immisrants and 


HLstablished Residents Relate TIo Each Other 


NEW YORK - Ay$l million research 
project will document the ways America”s 
new immigrants and established residents 
adjust to each other in multi-ethnic 
communities across the nation. 

The Ford Foundation announced on 
January 28 that they are funding the two- 
year project the first national study to 
apply ethnographic research methods in 
analyzing how new immigrants and 
established residents of varying cultures 
and janguages relate to one another. 

By observing and interviewing new and 
， longtime residents at work, school church 
and community events and in local 
organizations, researchers will collect and 
interpret data identifying the emerging 
relationships, positive as well as negative. 

“By the end of this century, members 
of minority groups, many of them recent 
immigrants, will make up one-third of the 
population in the US,”said Franklin A. 
Thomas, Ford Foundation president. 


POSITIVE RELATIONS 

“Itis becoming increasingly important 
to examine ways of fostering positive 
Telations between these newcomers and 
established residents. 

“We expect this projectto leadto a 
fuller understanding of the complex 
dynamics in multi-ethnic and multiracial 
communities and of ways in which 
Cooperation and accommodation can be 
encouraged.” 

Robert 世 L. Bach, a national director of 
the project told EastWest that there is 
noOw an0“awareness of the large levels of 
immigration resulting in transformation of 
communities- 

“The public sees only the conflict. For 
example, the trouble between 上 orean 
businessmen in the black communities 
Teceives mlch media attention,. But the 
everyday reality ls hidden. 


Our hypothesis is that there'is another 
level of positive accomodation, of people 
working together and forming coalitions to 
deal with problems.” 

Bach did say that their hypothesis 
doesn'trule out levels of conflict and 
competition. 


IMMIGRANTS AND RESIDENTS 

The project“Changing Relations: 
Newcomers and Established Residents in 
US Communities,”will focus on Six 
communities with substantial populations of 
new immigrant and established residents im 
9%an Francisco，Chicago, Miamil, Philadel- 
phia, Houston, and Garden City, Kans. 

Aresearch team will conduct community 
Studies in each of these cities. Over 150 
proposals were Submitted before the si 这 
Tesearch teams were selected. Bach stated 
that researchers were chosen On expertise 
and thatthe researchers are Tepresentative of 
the multi-ethnic communities they are to 
investigate. 

The Far West Laboratory for Educa- 
tional Research and Development, is to 
describe interactions bctween new Chinese 
immigrants and establljshed Chinese 
Americans, Italian Americans, and blacks in 
the Chinatown/North Beach area. The 
study will also observe interactions in the 
housing and job markets. 

The primary investigator for the SF tcam 
is Grace Pung Guthrie and She will be 
assisted by Patricia Guthrie (no relation) 
and Thomas Shaw. 

The focal point of the relationship， 
according to Grace Guthrie, is SF'S Wash- 
ington Square, because it is Symbolic of 
Chinatown's encroachment into North 
了 Beach, an Italian American community.

What was required was not just investiga- 
tion but also advocacy work on the part of 
law enforcement 一 to try to find a resolu- 
tion that goes beyond the courtroom,” Wong 
Said. 

Resolution beyond the courtroom is 
exactly what Taw was Seeking when she 
and Henry Der, executive director of 
Chinese for Affirmative Action testified 
before the Contra Costa County Human 
Relations Commission (CCCHRC) on Jan. 
13. The commissioners voted to instruct 
their director to write a letter to the district 
attorney encouraging him to take Strong

0 During the Friday afternoon panel on 
the “Politics of Difference,”the discussions 
entered on the way Chinese Americans See 
hemiseIves in the democratic give and take. 
， Harold Yee， president of the Chinese 
ierican Democratic Club, pleaded 
cefully for Chinese Americans to take a 
more active role im the political process 
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reluctance of Chinese Americans to get 
involved in politics; attributing itto the 
Chinese cultural tradition of a strong family 
Structure as the basic unit of organjizing 
SOCiety and the insecurity many Chinese 
Americans still feel because of past 
discrimination and exclusion from the 
Political process， 


-CONFUCIAN EYES 

He also pointed out that too many 
Chinese still look at the political process 
through Confucian eyes, believing in a 
paternalistic model of government in which 
there ls no need to lobby if the leaders are 
fair and just 

According to Yee, only since the early 
1970s has there been in the US an entire 
generation of native-born Americans who，

he hopes, may be more willing to partici- 
pate in the political procesS.

“Thbere are no elder statesmen,”Yee Said，

Professor AihwaOng, of the Depart- 
ment of Anthropology at UC, called for a 
Way to correct the ftraditional pattern in 
Which Asian Americans are Dercelived by 
the predominant media and culture. She 
view the “model minority myth”as the 
main fiction which must be dispelled. 
“Chinese have lived in many different 
cultures， She said “and most of them are 
mainstream today.”They value the 
American tradition of individual fredom as 
the key to Success and acceptthe idea that 


“the other Side of Democracy is comDetE 
tion, and conflict is part of a democratic 
Society.” 

Inastady ofyoung professionals, Ong 
found out that most of them are “obsessed 
with finding definitions of what it means tO 
be an American. They do not view them- 
Selves 3S“Asian Americans，but as 
Americans and then_ Chinese, Japanese OFr 
Koreans. This mnade Ong wonder 让 -Asian 
American” is an artificial category that is 
not very useful. 

While the panelists may not have come 
up with practical solutions to discrimina- 
tion 一 mostofthe presentations were 
destined to be theoretical 一 they gave the 
audienceaclearer ldea of the Compiexity 
and perniciousness of the worldwide 
problem of racism

The hearing reviewed the state auditor 
general S report of first-year admissions to 
UC Berkeley， The audit was requested by 
State Senate Majority Leader David 
Roberti who was responding to complaints 
of racial discrimination voiced by the Asian 
American Task Force (CE/ 殉 101/8/87). 

The report compared the admission 
rates of Caucasians and Asians“who were 
given no Special consideration in the 
admissions process on the basis of their 
Self-reported ethnic Status.” 

The conclusion was that from 1981 
thbrough 1987“Caucasians gained admis- 
Sion to Berkeley's five colleges at rates that 
were higher in general than those of 
Asians.”However Hayden emphasized that 
the auditor general's report was“inconclu- 
Sive 

TESTIMONY 

Kurt joberg, chief deputy Auditor 
General testified that changes in admissions 
policy Since 1984, such as increasing the 


_emphasis on the personal essay and other 


“Supplemental criteria,”may have caused a 
Significant decline in Asian enrollment. 
However Sjoberg stressed that he 
could not attibute the drop to favoritism cf 
White applicants. 
Many including: joberg， Wang and 


，Henry Der, executive director'of Chinese

for Affirmative Action, pointed to the lack 
of Aslian Americans in admisslions policy 
committees and high management poSitions 
within the University im general. 

Wang pointed out that in the top 60 
management positions at UC Berkeley， 
none are Asian.

However, Heyman pointed out that he 
has taken steps to bring more Asians into 
key positions in the administration. 
Specifically, he said that the Chancellor s 
Committee on Academic Affairs chaired by 
Librarian Janice 下 oyama and chemaistry 
Professor Yuan T. Lee will play a key role 
in Tfevlewing admissions policies、 

Hirng more Asians in executive posts 
is but one of the ways Heyman is Seeking 
to revamp admissions policy. Der Said that 
Heyman' s plans are to shift admaissions 
TeSpDonsibilities from Watson Laetch, Vice 
chancellor for undergraduate affairs,to a 
panel which includes vice chancellor Rod 
Park, aS well as the provost of the college

CRITICAL OF GARDNER 

Der is stl very critical Of UC Presi- 
dent David Gardner who he feels is trying 
to convince the public that the increased 
AsSian enrollment makes it difficult for the 
university to meet affirmative action goals. 

In an interview with Tjpe San Diego 
Vio1, Gardner was quoted as saying that 
“changes are needed bacatse Asians 
comprise more than 20% of the university， 
but make up only 6% of the state'”s 
population.” 

Gardner wbhen questioned on Asian 
American enrollment in UC on National 
Public Radio, responded“We are asked to 
accomplish Societal goals and to attain 
educational objectives that are not wholly 
but substantially contradictory.” 

Der said that Gardner is misleading the 
media and believes the solution is for the 
University of Califomia to focus on the 
admissions policy for Asians and whites,， So 
that the issue can be well understood. 

In aletter to Asian leaders Gardncr has 
agreed to meet with them before the UC 
Regents discuss the ASian admissions issuc

But as Iread these rhymes and stories 
to him Several nights in a roOw, 工 began to 
have misgivingSs。All the rosy cheeked 
children in the book had blond hair and 
blue eyes and II wondered what impacb 
however subte, that would have on my 
Son. TI soon found out His favorite story 
turned out to be one thatI also liked as a 
child. Itis called IThe Dueland it s about a 
gingham dog and a calico cat who fight it 
out one night and nothing's left but scraps 
of material in the morning. The story is told 
by a narrator who Says he wasn'tthere but 
is relying on the eyewitness testimonies of 
aDutch clock and a Cnese plate. 

Peter (my Son) pointed to the Fu-Man 
Chu looking face of the plate and Said 
gleefully“a Chinese plate!”and laughed. A 
big wonderful book filled with every 
child?s fantasy stories and my kid goes for 
the Chinese plate 一 the only character who 
bears any kind of faint resemblance to his 
being. Imade a note to buy Some Monkey 
King stories.

always looking for an Asian image to 
identify with 一 to validate my reality. The 
only dolls which bore any resemblance to 
me Were those“China dolls”dressed up in 
Some costume that didn tlook like my 
faded pedal pushers at all. Plus they were 
not “playable.” 

During the first stages of the Asian 
American “movement in the late '60s and 
into the “70s, [remember collecting every 
newspaper Or magazine article, every book 
that reflected on being Asian American，I 
Was like Ihad lived in a desert for years 
and was Suddenly innundated with water， 
SO Thoarded every drop Icould find. But by 
the early 80sIfound I just couldn't keep 
up with all the materials that were avail- 
able. 工 was getting pretty jaded too. 工 
remember Seeing articles about Asians in 
the mainstream press and wondering when 
they would stop saying the Same old things 
I had been reading for years. 

But 中 ough we may apDpear in the 
mainstream press, Asians are Still not 
percelved as mainstream people. Even as 
weenter the mainstream job market and do 
all the things everyone else does, when the 
lines Start getting drawn, we are not 
mainstream。 No matter how hard Asians 
want to believe that they have achieved 
equality, racial politics will always play im 
the final equation. 

Adquick look at recent headlines are 
testimony to that 一 the resentment of 
Some SF firefighters who believe that being 
a firefighter is abirthright for their relatives 
and friends, Lafayette teenagers who think 
that a third generation American of Chinese 
ancestry is a“gook,”pro-Lungren forces 
who think that simply because the 人 ght 
against him is being led by Asians that they 
must have Asians to line up on their slide. 
Do the Lungren Supporters ask 9an Jose 
attormey Stephen Nakashima or Gloria 
Hom to testify on behalf of issues that 
aren't Asian Specific? A racist point of 
view has become So ingrained in Some 
people that it is inconceivable for them to 
see an Asian American as aleader of 
people, not just of Asians, but of all 
peoples. 

Even though political analysts give 
Jesse Jackson high marks for his ability to 
Speak to the voters, with one fell swope of 
their arrogant pens they label him 
“unelectable.” Why2? They say because 
he's black and there are Some people Cnot 
themselves, of course) who would not vote 
for him solely because of that.

In rural China, he explained，“prints 
are the main medium of expression furing 
the New Year, besides food, fireworks and 
lanterns. Traditional Chinese put them up 
on the door and let them deteriorate until 
the next year. They're not made for saving. 


FREUDIAN INTERPRETATION 
In his lecture, Wu will discuss a new 


Freudian interpretation to the study of folk - 


art advanced by Chinese Scholars.“They 
have begun to see Sexual Symbols 一 
images of phalluses and ovaries,”he said. 
“TIbelieve that's the case, because on the 
peasant level, procreation is very impor- 
tant.” 

Because the way of life is changing in 
China, and nature no longer holds so many 
mysteries, folk art is rapidly disappearing.

90 工 
wanted to have the Opportunities to have 
the freedom, rather than be confined to the 
classroom， he Said. 

Among other things, he has been Very 
involved in cultural exchanges. IT ve been 
helping the ex-mayor (Dianne Feinstein) in 
gettng various Shows here 一 musicians， 
theater, photography, martial arts 一 and 
bringing what's available in the States to 
China, ”he Said. 

Asked what Skills are needed for US-

Arts (APA),is airing anew radio program to 
exXpose more Bay Area audiences to recent 
developments in Chinese mnusic.The pro- 
g 革 am, part of the Chinese Community Hotir 
onKALW-FEM(91.7) andKQED-FM (88.5) 
radio stations, airs at 11 pm on Saturday and 
11 pm of Sunday, respectively. 

According to president Andrew Lee， 
APA has been involved in a variety Of Chi- 
-nese musical events Since the founding of 
APAin 1984.One very successfuleventis its 
annual East Meets WesP” symphonic con- 
cert which features musicians from through- 
outAsianandtheUsgSplaying both Asian and 
Western music. 

“Chinese mausic is based on the penta- 
tonic (five tone) scale, but the tempo and 
harmony arepretty Westernized.Ifyoulisten 
toititsfairlymoderm-sounding,”explained 
Lee. 


EUROPEAN MUSIC 
According to Lee，in recent degades 
Chinese Scholars travelled to France and 
Germany, and were exposed forthe firsttime 
to European music, Which has subsequenty 
influenced Chinese composers heavily.“In 
general, traditional Chinese instruments are 
not as full in richness. Western music is more 
SO0，Said Lee. 
Buttheinfluencehasn'tonlybeen in one 
direction. Westerners have also been 雇 - 
trigued with traditional Chinese music, acC- 
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cording to Lee. 


“Atfamous Welsh symphony invited an 
erhu (double string fiddle) player and a Chi- 
nesebambooflutisttoplayadouble concerto.

Although the concerthas been asuccess， 
with over 6,000 people attending each per- 
formance, Lee' stressed that more needed to 
bedonetoencouragemorepeopletoappreci- 
ate Chinese musical performances. 
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“We decided that since we didaconcert 
onljyoneayear that wasntenoughto benefit 
the public. We wanted to educate as many 38 
possible on developmemnts in Chinese sym- 
phonic music,”he said. 

Whentheproducers ofChineseCommu- 
nity Hour came to Lee with the desire for a 
Well-structured mnusical program，he was 
ready with a wealth of musical resources and 
enthusiastic volunteers to Support the new 
program. 


RECORDING COMPANIES 

Lee Said that because he had access to 
top-notch musicalorganizationsinChinaand 
alsotorecording companies which Specialize 
in Chinese Symphonic music, he was able to 
keep program costs at a minimum. He also 
established contact with professional organi- 
zations，Such 3aS Chinese for Affirmative 
Action, which sponsored the new program.

Explaining this character's search for 
identity, Lim herself exudes an air of self- 
confidence. There is a buoyancy, a feeling 
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of animation abouther 一 mno signs of the 
inner Struggle that she writes about and 
has marked her other plays such as XX 
and Paper 41gel5. 

She has reason to be buoyant of late， 
as her Work has been gaining Tecognition. 
Before she was aplaywright, Lim had 
built her reputation as a leading poet. The 
Kearny Street Workshop Press will 
publish her first book, a collection of 


-poetry, due out this fall. Tentatively titled 


“Winter Place,”after an alley where Lim 
grew up, it “chronicles the political 
movements through the sixties”and 
“Tepresents 3a personal history for me 
She SayS. (Lim also co-edited with Judy 
Yung and Him MarKk Lai, 81cnd, a 
collection of poetry and writings by 
Chinese immimigrants on Angel Island). 

The Boston Women's Theatre 
Festival has also requested Lim submit 
“Sky ”for the festival's fall season， 
According to Masterson, Gloria Parkin- 
Son, director of this intermmationally 
prestigious festival met Lim earlier this 
year, read the play and said“Oh, this is 
Wonderful! She (Lim) has to come and 
be with us However, Lim wil “hold 
(and revise the play) until ETm comfort- 
able with it 

The play has already undergone an 
evolution in themes. In writing “SKy， 
“the greatest struggle has been to strip 
away the outer layers and find the 
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underlying issues :explains Lim， At firstI 
thought it was about the interracial struggle. 
Later it became more of a conflict between 
generational values. Now, it has become an 
exploration of one's individual identity 一 the 
lack and retrieval of one:siown-identity.?” 

Like the characters She writes of Lim 
herself is engaged in the process of establish- 
ing jdentlty as a wWIiter.“It*s So difficult for 
people of color who are artists to get recOgni- 
tion (in the mainstream markeb and not as 
qualified miinority artists,”she laments， 

TSaputdcwnthe wayit(minority 
artisb ls used, like， “She?s the bestblacKk 
writer，meaning that for a black, she's the 
best IES aback-handed compliment、 

“Its goodnotto be ghettoized, although 
in no way amIimplying that Tm embar- 
rasSed to be a minority ethnic writer. No, not 
atall. Thats whatIam, butIdon't want to be 
labelled as Such.” 

Nonetheless, Lim points to a blossoming 
of Asian American artists in general. Lim is 
energized by the proliferation of Asian 
American woOIkSs. 

“TIES an exciting time for Asian American 
artists because there are many newW ones 
emerging,” She SaySs.“We See more books， 
films, plays, videos, musicians, SOIthink itPs 
indicative that many doors are opening that 
have been closed in the past?” 


FUTURE GENERATIONS 

Lim views Asian American artists as 
crucial to the development of future genera- 
tions. “ItS go0od for the kids to see Someone 
struggling and to have ethnic pride. What 
We ie doing is developing abody of literature 
that will become part of an ongoing historical 
legacy. It s important that (these experiences 
are) getting wiitten down.” 

Lim credits the black community, who 
“we've taken a lot of examples from. (Asian 
Americans and blacks are) parallel because 
WeTie different people with different cultures 
(than mainstream White society), developing 
and discovering OUr OWn voiceS.2” 

However，“Asian American history has

been shorter than the other ethnicities,” she 
notes，“and we cannot emiulate (the blacks) 
too far oil we'lllose ourselves in the 
Process.… This becomes an essential pOinit 
in “Sky”where the heroine “begins to 
rediscover that (Asian) part of her that has 
been buried,” says the playwright. 
CULTURAL COUNTERPOINT 

In “Sky，the black musician Serves as 
acultural counterpoint to the traditional 
Chinese. Lim explains:“Black musicians 
are in apeculiar position where they have 
an ability to cross Over to other cultures， 
Because many have the opportunity to 
travel . . . they have expostre to other 
cultures and can cross them with ease.” 

Lim contends that while the Partof the 
black musician is not in and of itself a 
Stereotype 一 Icould ve had a black stock= 
broker, but others would Say that that is miot 
Iepresentative of the black experience ”一 
She explains that the play explores disz= 


crimination “within OUr Own Tacial coOnitext ， 


..The black musician is an outsider who 
encounters Tacism in this country from 
another third world group; (the three 
characters) all see each other as OPPTIeS= 
SOTS.” 

In this examination ofracial and 
generational barriers, Lim hopes to Taise 
ijSsues which “can encompass eVeryOne.” 
Musing on the power of the pen, She 
explains“You can never hope to change 
SOCiety by the volume:of words, butif you 
can make people think, that's a good Sign. . 
.In the play, I try to provoKke thought.” 

Becoming more philosophical, Lim 
recalls the play's ttle. Like the SKy, She 
SayS，The life that we live is in translence:， 
IEs always apart of something else. IES 
relived over and over again in other 
people's lives and histories. All of our 
Struggles for self-determination and daily 
Survival, the questions (re-emerge) of what 
does it all mean. Does it make a ffference2 
Ithink it does.2”
